PR IC E OF COTTONSEED 
AND PR O FITS TH ER EO N . 


To the E ditor of The E agle: 
I am not out to criticise unjustly 
anything pertaining to the govern­ 
m ent departm ents, but we are all 
entitled to our opinions and often­ 
tim es different opinions correct errors. 
Cottonseed is one of the leading 
food products, and the products, such 
as oil meal, flour, etc., have been 
based on cottonseed a t about $70 per 
ton, and Food A dm inistrator Pedes 
m akes the statem ent bearing this out. 
The prices w ere for seed in 
1917 
around $70 to $76 per ton and today 
the products are alm ost 33 1-2 per cent 
higher and seed has been selling from 
$60 to $65 per ton. 
It is known th a t cottonseed oil mill 
men m et behind closed doors, barring 
new spaper men, and established prices 
from tim e to tim e to suit them selves 
and as the farm ers and ginners are 
compelled to sell their seed, they m ust 
dance to their music. 
Mr. Peden, I think, w ants to do the 
right thing but he is getting started 
too late. 
I notice in the paper they 
hope to get together by the middle of 
this m onth—Septem ber—and establish 
a price which from indications will be 
$70 per ton. 
By th a t tim e the bulk 
of the seed will be in the oil 
mill 
w arehouses a t an average of 
say 
$57.f>0 or $60 per ton. 
When the new 
price of $70 or $76 is set of course 
the products will conform to the high 
price of seed, and who is benefitted? 
It is plain to be seen th a t the oil 
mill men have made millions to the 
loss of the farm ers and ginners and 
to be paid by the consum ers of all 
cottonseed products. 
The ginner is lim ited to a differen­ 
tial of $3 per ton profit on each ton 
he handles and m ust not have more 
than 20 tons on hand a t any tim e 
and m ust take out license and make 
rep o rts; th a t keeps a ginner guess­ 
ing w hether he will be hung or im pris­ 
oned fo r life. 
So it m akes little dif­ 
ference to him about the price, as he 
can only m ake $3 per ton, w hether 
high or low. 
So it all reverts to the 
farm er. 
The ginner is compelled to pay 
back to anyone he buys seed from 
if he m akes m ore than $3 per ton. 
Now, w hy w ouldn’t it be fa ir to re ­ 
quire the oil m ills to do the sam e 
th in g ? 
The fa rm e r is the fellow th a t 
holds the bag, fo r he sells his seed 
as fa st as cotton is ginned, say a t 


$60 per ton and then when he buys 
the m eal, flour and other products, 
pays for it on the basis of $70 or $75 
per ton. 
But some m ay say th a t the 
farm er has no kick, he is g ettin g his. 
True, he is getting good prices but 
isn’t it due him as the producer?. He 
is w illing to allow the oth er fellow 
a good m argin 
for 
handling 
his 
product but when he pays $30 per 
ton for picking this seed and gets 
$50, he has $20 clear and when Mr. 
Oil Mill Man buys for $60 and sells 
on a basis of $70 he m akes $20, so
